In 1795 the General Court required all the towns in Massachu¬ 
setts to send in maps and statistics. The area west of the Connec¬ 
ticut, bounded by Northampton, Westfield and Suffield, was at this 
time all part of West Springfield. The map sent in seems to have 
been as much the product of art and imagination as it was of ac¬ 
curate surveying but is, nonetheless, interesting. 

Its defects cannot be laid to a lack of good surveyors, for there 
had been accurate work done long before that. 

In 1684 the General Court made a special grant of land to the 
towns, the reason being that because of affairs in England they were 
afraid the land would revert back to the king. 

A combined meeting of proprietors iind townsmen divided this 
extra land into three divisions on the East side of the Connecticut 
and two on the west. The Agawam section included the area west 
of Line St. From “the head of the brook beyond Thomas Coopers 
that runs into Three Mile Brook into Southfield, southward, and into 
Westfield, westwards, to be alike distributed to each and every in¬ 
habitant and proprietor, their heirs and assigns forever, and in spe¬ 
cial land to be laid out for ministry and school.” 

The boundries were surveyed and this grant was known as the 
“Outward Commons.” Houses were built there a few years later 
although the individual lots were evidently not laid out by survey 
until 1745. 

When the town was set off as the 6th Precinct, these outer 
bounds were checked again and found to be accurate. 

The 1795 map indicates main highways corresponding roughly 
to six of our streets; Westfield, Springfield, North, Main, Meadow 
and River Road. “Cartways” are indicated on West, Sufiield, Elm, 
Cooper, Adams, Poplar and Shoemaker Lane. 

The streets are not named except to tell their terminal destina¬ 
tion. North St., is “the Road to the Bridge.” Westfield St., is “the 
Road from Hartford to Pittsfield.” Main St., is “the Road from Hart¬ 
ford to Boston” or “from Hartford to Hanover and Dartmouth.” 

A sizeable jog in the northwest corner indicates a section owned 
by Westfield at that time. 

Four corn mills, a saw mill and a church are placed by drawings 
of buildings. We wish they had continued with this and added 
schools, of which there were at least four in 1795. North Meeting 
House was in Holyoke and Dr. Lathrope’s Meeting House in West 
Springfield. __
